SBC Ends Fiscal Year 
With $86.3 Million i) 


NASHVILLE (BP)—The Southern 
Baptist Convention ended the 1975-76 
fiscal year here September 30 with al- 
most $86.3 million in total receipts 
from churches—including over $46.7 
million for the SBC’s national 
Cooperative Program unified budget. 

The Cooperative Program figure, 
$46,725,721, exceeds the basic operat- 
ing and capital needs budgets for 
agencies administering the SBC’s 
worldwide missions program by more 
than $4.6 million. But it was $4.2 mill- 
ion short of a “‘challenge”’ goal to meet 
unfunded mission needs. 

The 1975-76 budget included a $41 
million basic operating budget, 
$1,080,000 capital needs budget, and 
$8,920,000 in challenge funds for a total 
of $51 million. At the beginning of Oc- 
tober, Southern Baptists began shoot- 
ing for a 1976-77 budget of $55 million, 
which includes $49 million in basic 
operating needs, $1,060,000 in capital 
— and $4,920,000 in challenge 


The total receipts, $86,286,334, in- 
cluded the Cooperative Program fi- 
gure and an additional $39,560,613 in 
funds designated to specific causes. 
The Cooperative Program figure is 
undesignated. - 

Overall percentages showed a 13.65 
percent increase in the Cooperative 
Program amount over the $41.1 mill- 
ion received by the end of the 1974-75 
fiscal year, and a 12.42 percent in- 
crease in total contributions over the 
$76.7 million received last year. De- 
signated gifts alone showed an 11 per- 
cent increase over $35.6 million re- 
ceived last year. 

A rough breakdown of SBC giving in 
all 34,902 churches, indicates that the 
Cooperative Program figure of over 
$46.7 million represents about one- 
third of the amount received from

Church Expells 23 For 
‘Shepherding,’ Not ‘Tongues’ 


SHREVEPORT, La. (BP) 
Twenty-three members of Lakeshore 
Baptist Church here were voted out of 
its membership during a business 
meeting for what the pastor called 
‘‘shepherding,’’ apparently not di- 
rectly for the charismatic practice of 
speaking in tongues as news media re- 
ports have indicated. 

The 23 included six people, who 
voted against a motion to expell 17 
others, and thereby, the pastor said, 
“voted themselves out of the member- 
ship,” 

In an interview with the Baptist 
Message, Louisiana Baptist state 
newspaper, H. D. Smith, the pastor, 
said ‘‘shepherding,”’ is practiced by 
a group within a church, which will 
rally around a person sometimes cal- 
led an “‘elder,”’ and this causes a lead- 
ership problem, with some members 
following one leader and others follow- 
ing the pastor. 

Smith told the Baptist Message that 
tongues speaking was not directly in- 
volved in the action. Mrs. Morris 
Smith, wife of one of the expelled 
members, (no relation to the pastor) 
agreed with the pastor. 

She said that although they have at-

She added that 
she and her husband had not practiced 
tongues-speaking in or out of the 
church but that she couldn’t say that 
every member of the group had never 
privately engaged in the practice of 
ues. 

Mrs. Smith said each member of the 
church received a letter from the pas- 
tor, who has served the 1,000-member 
church for about three years, saying 
that a “recommendation would be 
brought to the church that eight 
families (17 people) be removed be- 
cause of their attitudes toward the pas- 
tor and Lakeshore Baptist Church and 
anyone who voted against the motion 
would also be removed.” 

And she said the letter read: “Either 
the church unite and remove these 
people or I will resign:}' 

The pastor told the Baptist Message 
the names of eight families were listed 
in the letter and when the vote was 
taken, six members voted against the 
motion to remove and thus voted 
themselves out of the church. 

Mrs. Smith said since about 1970 a 
group in the church has met on Friday 
nights for Bible study and prayer be- 
cause ‘‘we were. hungry for God’s 
Word.”’ She said at first they met in the 
church but later 50 or so members 
changed to meeting in homes. ‘‘We are 
Southern Baptists and have been 

of Lakeshore for 15 years,” 
Mrs. Smith said. She added, they have 
no intentions of dropping affiliation 


with Southern Baptists. ’ 
“When I became here three
